THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1967  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/68  Wales  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

My  report  deals  with  statistics  and  the  social  conditions  of  the 
district,  the  general  provision  of  health  services  for  the  district,  pre- 
valence of  and  control  over  infectious  diseases,  tuberculosis,  venereal 
diseases,  housing  inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  atmospheric 
pollution,  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  (water  supply,  drainage 
and  sewerage,  public  cleansing,  sanitary  inspection,  domestic  pests 
and  rodent  control  and  the  anti-litter  campaign)  and  the  work  of  the 
public  health  inspectors. 


STATISTICS 

Population 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  is  given  by 
the  Office  of  the  Registrar  General  as  26,250. 


BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES 

The  number  of  live  births  notified  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  640.  Of  the  640  births,  30  were  illegitimate  or  4.68%  of 
the  total  five  births.  In  1966,  4.07%  of  the  total  live  births  were 
illegitimate. 

There  were  367  deaths  in  the  District,  203  males  and  164 
females. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  (deaths  under  1 year)  in  the 
district  was  6,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  9 per  1,000  live  births. 
There  were  5 stillbirths  and  2 deaths  of  infants  under  1 week.  The 
perinatal  mortality  rate  was  11  per  1,000  total  births. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever,  Dysentery,  Measles  and  Food  Poisoning 

11  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  and  15 
cases  of  whooping  cough.  One  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  of  whooping 
cough  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  242  notifications  of  measles, 
2 cases  of  acute  pneumonia,  4 cases  of  food  poisoning,  3 cases  of 
erysipelas  and  8 cases  of  dysentery,  one  of  which  was  diagnosed  after 
the  patient  had  been  admitted  to  hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  new  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  was  14.  Ten  of  the  reported  cases  were  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  4 of  non-pulmonary  origin. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE 

There  were  79  new  cases  of  venereal  disease  in  the  district  in 
1967,  3 cases  of  gonorrhea  and  76  cases  belonging  to  a number  of 
conditions  which  venerealogists  group  together  as  “other  venereal 
conditions.” 


SMALLPOX 

During  1967,  117  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried 
out  in  the  district.  Of  this  total,  72  (52  primary  and  20  re-vaccinations) 
were  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  45  primary  vaccinations 
were  carried  out  in  the  clinics  in  our  district  during  the  year.  There 
were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  district  in  1967. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

During  1967  a total  of  751  anti-poliomyelitis  doses  were  given 
to  members  of  the  public  in  our  district.  Of  this  total,  605  (277 
primary  and  328  booster  doses)  were  given  by  General  Practitioners. 
There  were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  district  during 
the  year. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


There  were  367  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  District  in  1967. 
193  deaths  or  52.58%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels. 

58  deaths  or  15.80%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  malignant  disease, 
17  of  which  were  of  malignancy  of  lung  and  bronchus. 

Bronchitis  claimed  16  lives  and  pneumonia  and  other  diseases 
of  the  respiratory  system  including  tuberculosis  34  lives. 


GLAMORGAN  CANAL 

This  may  be  my  final  Report  on  the  Canal  and  the  adjacent 
land  extending  from  Llandaff  North  Railway  Bridge  to  Ivy  Cottage, 
Tongwynlais,  since  most  of  its  length  is  now  within  the  new  boundaries 
of  the  City  of  Cardiff. 

Senior  Members  may  recall  that  one  of  the  first  Nuisances 
which  I was  called  upon  to  report  when  I commenced  duties  with  the 
Council  was  this  length  of  Glamorgan  Canal  and  the  land  adjacent  to  it. 
It  was  in  a deplorable  condition  with  large  accumulations  of  house 
refuse,  mattresses,  furniture,  oil  drums,  tyres,  perambulators  and  a 
considerable  quantity  of  building  waste  materials  littered  over  an  area 
approximately  J of  a mile  long.  Several  trees  had  fallen  across  the 
Canal  and  were  a real  danger  to  venturesome  children  playing  in  the 
area.  There  was  evidence  of  rat  infestation  at  some  points  in  the 
accumulations  and  the  small  quantity  of  stagnant  water  in  the  Canal 
favoured  the  growth  of  weed  and  fungus  on  the  face  of  the  waters. 
The  area  was  described  as  a ‘jungle’  in  the  Local  Press. 

The  Cardiff  City  Council,  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  the 
Ministry  of  Transport,  as  owners  or  agents,  were  incessantly  approached 
and  informed  about  the  conditions  of  Nuisances  existing  in  the  section 
of  the  Canal  for  which  each  body  was  responsible. 

Cardiff  City  Council  expressed  a willingness  to  effect  the 
cleansing  of  the  Canal  and  the  removal  of  dangerous  trees  and  over- 
growth along  the  Canal  Wharf  and  to  make  further  improvements 
provided  that  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  acting  as  Agents  for 
the  Ministry  of  Transport,  undertook  to  allow  the  flow  of  water  in  the 
Canal  from  the  Mill  Road  Stream  at  Tongwynlais.  Finally,  the 
Ministry  of  Transport  were  prevailed  upon  to  lay  a 60ft.  length  of  feed 
18"  diameter  grid  pipe  to  conduct  the  stream  water.  The  cleansing 
of  the  canal  necessitated  the  use  of  a dredger  and  other  heavy  gear,  no 
doubt  at  considerable  cost  to  the  Cardiff  City  Council. 
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The  Health  Committee  will  recall  the  many  reports  submitted 
on  this  work  and,  in  this  my  final  report,  I am  pleased  to  state  that  the 
canal  is  now  a pleasant  waterway,  free  of  water  weeds,  overgrowth  or 
any  form  of  Public  Health  Nuisance  whatsoever. 

It  may  interest  Members  to  note  that  the  Cardiff  Nature  Reserve 
Society  recently  made  representations  asking  the  Cardiff  City  Council 
to  preserve  this  area  as  a Nature  Reserve  on  account  of  its  natural 
beauty,  wild  flowers,  trees  and  some  forms  of  rare  bird  life,  such  as 
the  Kingfisher.  One  might  well  ask  if  the  Nature  Reserve  Society 
would  have  been  interested  had  they  seen  the  Glamorgan  Canal  as  it 
was  before  determined  action  by  the  Health  Department  cleansed 
and  restored  this  area  to  its  original  natural  beauty. 

THE  HOUSING  ACT,  1964 

In  1965  I reported  on  the  Housing  Act,  1964  and  early  in  1966 
I proposed  17  localities  for  consideration  as  “Improvement  Areas.’’ 
Eight  of  the  proposed  localities  being  in  Whitchurch  now  come  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  Cardiff  City  as  a result  of  the  Cardiff  Order  1966 
which  transferred  the  parish  of  Whitchurch  to  Cardiff. 

Thus,  nine  of  the  proposed  areas  still  await  action  by  the  Council 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1964  for  “ Improvement.” 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

A pressing  problem  of  our  time,  especially  in  this  day  and  age,  is 
the  safe  and  satisfactory  disposal  of  waste  products  of  all  kinds,  not 
least  the  disposal  of  sewage.  It  must  be  evident  to  the  lay  as  it  has 
been  clearly  evident  for  years  to  the  professional  that  a water-carriage 
system  of  sewage  disposal  is  a desirable  necessity  wherever  possible 
and  that,  in  the  absence  of  such  methods  of  disposal,  the  ordinary 
entitlements  of  health  and  the  comforts  of  living  may  be  jeopardised 
to  varying  degrees.  In  my  view,  the  use  of  pail  closets  is  barbaric 
and  cesspools  archaic.  Arguments  that  cesspools  are  legal  is  not 
enough  to  ensure  that  public  health  is  not  endangered  as  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  they  form  a sub-standard  method  of  sewage  disposal. 

4 properties  in  Pantycorad  Road,  Creigiau  which  were  still 
using  cesspools  are  now  connected  to  the  main  sewer,  thanks  to  the 
public  spiritedness  of  the  owners  and  their  cooperation  with  the 
Health  Department. 

During  the  year  sewers  were  laid  in  Station  Road,  Peterston- 
super-Ely  and  at  Rhydygwern. 

Fortunately,  the  Government  even  in  times  of  essential 
economies  has  always  so  far  appreciated  that  expenditures  on  sewage 
schemes  on  public  health  grounds  are  matters  of  urgency. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 
B.P.  Chemicals  Services  Ltd.  (Formerly  Distillers  Plastics) 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a great  many  complaints  of  noise, 
smell  and  dust  emissions  from  the  Distillers  Plastics  Services  Ltd., 
were  received  in  the  department.  The  Company  attributed  the 
nuisances  to  the  new  Wulff  Plant  which  was  undergoing  initial  trials. 
The  Company  had  received  recommendations  from  Consultants  on 
the  subject  of  both  noise  and  smell  and  some  equipment  was  ordered 
to  help  minimise  the  nuisances. 

Complaints  continued  and,  in  February,  I attended  a meeting 
of  the  Parish  Council  at  Sully  School  when  numerous  grievances  from 
Sully  residents  were  discussed  by  a panel  including  the  Company’s 
representatives  and  the  District  Alkali  Inspector. 

By  mid-year,  complaints  against  the  Company  had  not  abated 
and  a 15-day  inspection  of  the  district  was  undertaken  jointly  by  the 
District  Alkali  Inspector  and  the  district  public  health  inspector. 
As  a result  of  this  survey,  during  which  time  however  the  Wulff  Plant 
was  out  of  commission,  the  District  Alkali  Inspector  put  forward 
several  recommendations  to  the  Company  who  agreed  to  act  ac- 
cordingly. By  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  clear  that,  whereas  on  the 
one  hand  complaints  from  residents  were  not  without  foundation, 
the  Company  on  the  other  hand  were  making  every  endeavour  to  take 
measures  to  abate  the  nuisances  created  by  their  factory  complex. 


Rhoose  and  Aberthaw  Cement  Works 

Complaints  of  dust  emissions  from  the  Rhoose  and  Aberthaw 
Cement  Works  which  reached  the  department  early  in  the  year  were 
considered  to  be  due  to  teething  troubles  of  the  large  new  kiln  installed 
at  the  Aberthaw  Works  of  the  Company.  It  was  considered  that  such 
troubles  as  the  Company  then  experienced  would  resolve  themselves 
in  the  near  future.  These  hopes  however  did  not  materialize  as, 
much  to  the  disappointment  of  everybody  concerned,  the  construction 
of  the  new  kiln  and  the  efficacy  of  electrical  dust  precipitation  plant 
did  not  come  up  to  the  legitimate  expectations  of  the  Company. 

In  April,  I attended  a public  meeting  at  the  Parish  Hall,  Rhoose 
when  numerous  complaints  from  residents  of  Rhoose  and  Porthkerry 
were  discussed  by  a panel  including  the  Company’s  General  Manager, 
representatives  of  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  and  the 
District  Alkali  Inspector. 
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By  mid-year,  there  was  no  improvement  in  the  position.  The 
new  large  kiln  at  Aberthaw  Cement  Works,  being  itself  the  work  of  a 
European  construction  firm  and  the  dust  arrestment  equipment  being 
a product  of  a Midlands  manufacturer,  the  difficulties  experienced 
by  the  Aberthaw  Cement  Works  in  connection  both  with  the  kiln  as 
well  as  the  dust  arrestment  equipment  were  reflected  in  a continuing 
flood  of  complaints  from  residents  and  the  Parish  Councils. 

I have  throughout  not  been  at  all  happy  about  the  problem  of 
dust  emissions  from  the  Rhoose  and  Aberthaw  Cement  Works. 
However,  based  on  information  given  to  me  by  the  District  Alkali 
Inspector  it  was  my  belief  that  the  Company  were  applying  themselves 
conscientiously  to  the  task  of  reducing  dust  emissions  from  their  Works. 
There  has  of  course  been  very  close  liason  between  the  District  Alkali 
Inspector  and  myself  throughout  the  year.  Whereas  health  hazards 
are  of  deep  concern  to  the  District  Council,  the  responsibility  for 
certain  industries  devolves  upon  the  Alkali  Inspectorate. 

Aberthaw  Central  Electricity  Board  Power  Station 

The  complaints  of  dust  emissions  in  the  Rhoose  and  Porthkerry 
areas  mentioned  above  invariably  implicated  the  Central  Electricity 
Generating  Board  at  Aberthaw. 

The  ‘A’  Station  consists  of  six  100  mega-watt  generators,  with 
a winter  consumption  of  35,000  tons  of  Welsh  coal  per  week,  coal 
which  pulverises  finer  than  face  powder.  I am  informed  that  the 
basic  dust  collecting  equipment  at  the  Power  Station  cost  the  C.E.G.B. 
£750,000  in  1959. 

The  C.E.G.B.  found  during  the  year  that  the  present  dust 
collecting  equipment  did  not  come  up  to  the  standard  of  98.5% 
efficiency  claimed  by  the  manufacturers.  However,  I am  satisfied 
that  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  C.E.G.B.  were  taking  steps  to  ensure  a 
greater  efficiency  rate  of  dust  arrestment  from  its  equipment. 


Departures  and  Resignations 

The  loss  of  Whitchurch  and  Rhiwbina  has  meant  not  only  the 
reduction  of  the  District’s  acreage  and  rateable  value  but  also  the 
departure  of  several  valued  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
including  Councillor  Mrs.  C.  J.  George,  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee.  During  the  time  which  Mrs.  George  was  Chairman 
of  the  Health  Committee  she  maintained  a lively  interest  in  all  public 
health  matters  and  never  failed  to  give  me  her  support  and  help 
whenever  needed. 
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Resignations  from  the  Council  have  included  the  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Health  Committee,  Councillor  W.  H.  L.  Chattin,  m.b.e.,  f.l.a.s., 
who  decided  to  sever  his  connections  with  the  Council  after  representing 
St.  Fagans  for  12  years.  Councillor  Chattin  was  unfailing  in  his 
support  and  genuine  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
and  the  same  applies  equally  to  Councillor  Miss  Gwladys  W.  Lougher 
who  was  a devoted  member  for  the  Parish  of  Penmark  for  5 years. 

All  will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  Health  Committee. 

Retirement  of  Mr.William  Davies 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 

Mr.  William  Davies,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the 
Council,  and  District  Inspector  of  No.  2 District,  retired  from  the 
service  of  this  Council  on  the  31st  March,  1967  after  giving  yeoman 
service  to  the  Council  as  Public  Health  Inspector  of  No.  1 and  No.  2 
Districts  for  a total  of  29  years. 

After  gaining  considerable  experience  in  Public  Health  work 
at  Swansea,  Pontardawe  and  Holyhead,  Mr.  William  Davies  was 
appointed  to  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council  in  January,  1938. 
Mr.  Davies  possessed  first  class  qualifications  and  it  is  noteworthy 
that  he  became  a member  of  the  first  Smoke  Inspector’s  Course  to  be 
held  in  Cardiff  at  the  conclusion  of  which  he  gained  the  Smoke  Inspec- 
tor’s Certificate  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health.  This,  an  extra  but 
invaluable  qualification  in  the  armoury  of  a public  health  inspector, 
was  obtained  at  the  age  of  60  years  and  was  an  indication  of  Mr.  Davies’s 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  department. 

Mr.  Davies  served  under  my  supervision  for  the  period  cf  4\ 
years  and  it  is  with  the  utmost  pleasure  that  I record  my  appreciation 
of  his  knowledge  and  wisdom  in  public  health  matters  and  his  cordial 
and  helpful  manner.  Always  available  to  attend  to  any  emergency 
health  matter,  irrespective  of  time,  day  or  holiday  period,  Mr.  Davies 
gave  me  unstinted  support,  loyally  and  enthusiastically.  Mr.  Davies 
had  reached  his  position  in  the  Council  on  the  strength  of  his  merits, 
his  efficiency  and  his  enthusiasm  for  his  work  and  he  goes  into  re- 
tirement with  my  very  best  wishes. 

The  Council’s  loss,  I may  add,  is  a gain  for  Cardiff  City  Council 
in  which  Mr.  Davies  represents  his  ward  of  Rhiwbina,  I am  certain 
to  the  benefit  of  City  affairs. 
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colleagues  and  staff  for  their  contributions  during  a year  which  has

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 


During  1967,  we  received  a total  of  299  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases.  11  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  and  one  case  was 
admitted  to  Lansdowne  Hospital.  15  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified  and  one  case  was  admitted  to  Lansdowne  Hospital.  There 
were  242  notifications  of  measles,  2 cases  of  acute  pneumonia,  4 cases 
of  food  poisoning,  3 cases  of  erysipelas  and  8 cases  of  dysentery,  one 
of  which  was  diagnosed  after  the  patient  had  been  admitted  to 
Lansdowne  Hospital. 


Tuberculosis 

During  the  year,  18  names  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Register,  14  respiratory  and  4 non-respiratory.  Of  these  14  originated 
in  the  Council’s  district  and  4 cases  were  transferred  to  this  area. 

We  were  informed  that  13  names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Tuberculosis  Register,  4 because  they  had  recovered,  2 had  moved  out 
of  the  area,  2 had  been  lost  sight  of  and  5 had  died,  4 of  which  were 
patients  at  Hensol  Castle  Hospital  who  had  died  in  previous  years  and 
had  not  previously  been  notified. 

Additionally,  a total  of  216  cases  were  transferred  to  Cardiff  City 
area  on  1st  April,  1967  as  a result  of  the  Cardiff  Order,  1966. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department 
and  Chest  Physicians,  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in 
all  matters  relating  to  tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  for  drinking,  domestic  and  industrial  purposes  in  the 
Council’s  district  is  provided  by  three  water  undertakings,  namely, 
Cardiff  Corporation  Waterworks,  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  and 
Taf  Fechan  Water  Board.  The  water  supplied  by  all  three  is  whole- 
some and  of  a good  standard  of  purity. 

Samples  are  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
various  points  throughout  the  district  and  the  report  on  each  sample 
is  submitted  every  quarter  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council. 
495  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  of  these  464  were  satisfactory 
and  31  were  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  soon 
followed  up  by  further  samples,  investigation  and  increased  chlorination 
where  necessary. 
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The  Water  Engineer  for  Cardiff  Corporation  informs  me  that 
there  have  been  69  new  connections  to  mains  water  supply  in  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  during  1967. 

A table  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  circular  appears  on  page 
30a  giving  particulars  of  dwellings  in  each  of  the  parishes  provided  with 
a public  mains  supply  of  water  and  those  dependent  on  wells  or  springs 
etc.  It  will  be  noted  that  very  few  dwellings  still  have  to  depend  on 
wells  or  springs  for  their  water  supply.

The  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  area  covering  the  above 
licensed  sites  is  expected  to  carry  out  at  least  one  routine  inspection 
of  the  sites  per  month.  Conditions  on  the  licensed  sites  have 
maintained  a high  standard  throughout  the  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  one  private  swimming  pool  in  the  area  and  this  is 
located  at  Lavernock  Point  Holiday  Site.  During  the  summer  months 
regular  samples  are  taken  to  check  the  chemical  characteristics  and 
bacteriological  standard  of  the  water.  Samples  taken  during  the  year 
indicate  that  the  water  is  satisfactory. 

SUMMER  CAMPING 

There  is  one  site  in  the  Council’s  District  where  people  who 
spend  their  holidays  in  tents  are  permitted  to  stay  for  short  periods. 
The  site  is  well  supervised,  has  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and  is 
provided  with  closet  accommodation.  Refuse  bins  are  provided  and 
the  site  is  generally  well  maintained.  This  is  not  a licensed  site. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 


During  1967,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of 
360  routine  visits  to  all  types  of  food  premises  in  the  Council’s  District. 
The  visits  revealed  67  instances  where  the  occupiers  of  premises  did 
not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  served  57  notices  in  respect  of 
contraventions  and  in  all  these  cases  the  contraventions  were  remedied 
by  informal  action. 


All  complaints  concerning  food  “not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality”  demanded  by  the  purchaser  were,  after  preliminary  enquiry, 
forwarded  to  the  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority,  for  investigation  and  any  action  considered  necessary.

Milk 


The  Cardiff  Rural  District  forms  part  of  a specified  area  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1951.  This 
requires  all  milk  which  is  sold  to  be  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin 
tested  milk. 


Brucella  Abortus  in  T.T.  Milk 

A Notice  which  was  served  on  a farm  in  the  District  in  1966 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959,  restraining 
the  sale  of  milk  in  any  area  for  human  consumption  unless  it  was 
pasteurised,  was  withdrawn  in  February  of  this  year  when  laboratory 
tests  in  respect  of  milk  produced  at  the  farm  indicated  that  the  milk 
was  now  free  from  Brucella  Abortus  infection. 


Premises  Registered  for  the  Storage  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream 
and  Sausages 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises  registered 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  section  16  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  ice-cream  and  sausages  was  120.  On  1st  April,  34  of  these  premises 
were  transferred  to  Cardiff  City  under  the  Cardiff  Order  leaving  86 
premises  registered  under  the  Act  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream 
and  sausages. 


Condemned  Foods 

During  the  year  the  following  articles  of  food  were  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  certified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  food 
voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  was,  by 
arrangement,  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips.

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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

During  1967  routine  visits  were  carried  out  under  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  and  a total  of  278  visits  were 
made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  As  a Result  of  the  Cardiff 
Order,  1966  the  number  of  registered  premises  in  the  Council’s  District 
was  reduced  from  305  in  1966  to  208  on  1st  April,  1967. 

In  no  instance  was  it  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  pro- 
ceedings during  the  year.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Council’s  District  where 
animals  are  slaughtered  for  sale  of  meat  to  the  public. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

As  we  are  no  longer  a water  authority  schemes  are  not  directly 
carried  out  by  the  department  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  this 
Council. 

During  the  year  sewers  were  laid  in  Station  Road,  Peterston- 
super-Ely  and  at  Rhydygwern. 
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ANTI-LITTER 

10  Parishes  out  of  a total  of  30  Parishes  are  not  provided  with 
Utter  receptacles  as  they  have  not  yet  experienced  a Utter  problem. 

In  St.  George’s  the  Council  suppUes  one  container  and  the 
Parish  suppUes  the  remainder.  In  Bonvilston  all  Utter  containers 
are  supplied  by  the  Parish. 

Approximately  100  containers  are  positioned  at  locations 
approved  by  the  Health  Committee.  Any  requests  from  Members  of 
the  Council  or  Voluntary  Organisations  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
Committee.  Only  replacements  at  approved  sites  are  dealt  with 
without  prior  consent  from  the  Committee. 

Refuse  collection  service  is  not  a function  of  the  Health 
Department. 

PROVISION  OF  REFUSE  BINS 

The  Health  Department  provides  refuse  bins  to  householders 
on  request  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  schemes.  A private 
householder  may  rent  a refuse  bin  on  payment  of  5/-  per  annum  whereas 
a Council  tenant  pays  threepence  per  week  with  the  rent  until  the  cost 
of  the  bin  is  recovered,  which  takes  approximately  3 years. 

DOMESTIC  PESTS 

During  the  year  many  enquiries  were  received  from  people 
troubled  with  infestation  of  insect  pests.  No  treatment  for  the  de- 
struction of  insects  is  undertaken  by  the  department  but,  where  people 
encounter  difficulty  in  ridding  their  premises  of  ants,  cockroaches, 
flies,  and  bed  bugs  the  pubUc  health  inspector  for  the  district  gives 
advice  and  insecticide  is  provided  for  the  destruction  of  the  offending 
insects  without  charge. 

During  the  summer  months  a considerable  number  of  complaints 
are  received  about  wasps’  nests.  The  rodent  operative  undertakes 
this  work  and  it  has  been  found  that  spraying  the  nest  liberally  with 
D.D.T.  renders  the  nest  harmless  and  destroys  the  wasps.  After 
treatment  in  this  way  the  nest  can  be  removed  and  burnt.  The  rodent 
operative  is  paid  10/-  for  the  destruction  of  each  wasps’  nest.  40  nests 
were  destroyed  during  1967.  This  service  to  the  public  is  also  free 
of  charge. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  requires  every 
local  authority  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  secure,  as  far  as  it  is 
practicable,  its  district  free  from  rat  and  mice  infestation 

Since  1st  April,  1967  the  Council  has  been  employing  only  one 
rodent  operative,  the  other  operative  being  transferred  to  Cardiff  City. 
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Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge  but  owners  of  business 
premises  and  farms  are  asked  to  enter  into  a contract  with  the  Council 
in  order  that  regular  visits  and,  where  necessary,  treatment  of  their 
premises  can  be  carried  out.  The  annual  cost  to  farmers  and  to  owners 
of  business  premises  is  low  and  it  is  generally  felt  that,  where  there  is 
likely  to  be  infestation  from  rats  and  mice  it  is  well  worthwhile  handing 
over  the  responsibility  of  rodent  control  to  the  District  Council.
